On the one hand, acts of ciyil dis- 
obedience seem as "elfective" as 
any other kind of demonstration. 

But what are the limitations of syha- 
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actions which can be safel# ergaged 
in by all segments of the population, 
or only the more respectable 9nes?" 
How can the participants deal with 

the giaring inequity that they, break- 
ing the law, are released on their 
own récognizance, while the Panthers 
and other political prisoners are held 
on $100,000 ransom without even hav- 
ing been convicted?
